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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

All pending claims 1-8, 10-15, 17 and 20-23 were examined in this non-final 
office action necessitated by new grounds of rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' declaration under 37 CFR 1 .131 is noted. Applicants' declaration 
provides sufficient evidence of actual reduction to practice. 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 06 October 2008, with respect to 
the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 -8, 1 0-1 5, 1 7 and 20-23 under 35 USC 1 03 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive in light of the Applicants' declaration 
establishing 22 February 2000 as the effective priority date. Therefore, the 
rejections relying upon Henrion have been withdrawn since Henrion is no longer 
eligible prior art. Henrion's provisional filing date is 04 August 2000. However, 
upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection under public use or sale 
has been issued. Applicants stated in the declaration that the invention was 
implemented no later than February 22, 2000.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-15, 17 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based 
upon a public use or sale of the invention.
